Washington. t>. ,C.— "Russia eon- 
tains within Its vast borders probably 
the world's most IntercBtlng assembly 
of p< ople8 and fragments of peoples; 
peoplea. not as in the United States 
melted to a certain uniform ground- 
tone of character, forced to lose niiicli 
of the peculiar under the pressure of 
a more complex, more highly develop- 
ed social organization, but peoples 
Btlll distinctively peoples, preserving 
in themselves the fascinating mark- 
Inga banded down from tribal days, 
when a Journey between countries 
was an undertaking, and a journey 
beiweon nations fell only to the lot ol 
(lie soklier of fortune, the diplomat, 
the Btateaman and the foremost of art- 
ists and scolars. 

"Among t'^ese Interesting, still per- 
sistently individual peoplea of Rus- 
sUi, the Letto, the indwellera of the 
Baltic provinces, whose fields are 
now once more the scene of invasion 
and battle, eaptlvato the imagination 
and reflection through thu mystery of 
thrtr rrlgln, the romance of tlieir his- 
tory, and the peculiarities of thuir 
present relatlonahip to mighty Rus- 
sia. The Letts -are a branch of the 
Lithuninn nation, a Slavonic division 
whose past iu the marshy swamps ol 
Lltbnshia Has as deeply hidden as the 
mystic ritual of the Druids. Lithu- 
ania was onco a great kingdom, inter 
an element of the unfortunate rolinli 
nation, and now a part of the states 
of Russia and Prnssla. The Letts, a 
subdivision of this people, have Bur- 
vived as Its most distluctive represen- 
tatives." 

Thus begins the bulletin issued to- 
day by the National (geographic Soci- 
ety, which deals with tho native peas- 
ant population, the* patient, long-auf- 
fcring farmers. Baherinen and small 
tradesmen among whom Russian and 
German anhiea are contesting for the 
mastery of the regions around the 
eaatarn elbow ot the Baltic. The 
statement continues: 

"The Borussians. whosu name per- 
flsta in 'Prussian.' survive aa the 
modem Prussians, or. at least,' as an 
imiiortant element that has gone into 
the make-up of Prussia's citizenry. 
They, bowever, are lost as a Lithu- 
anian tribe; have been thoroughly as- 
glmilated to a modem* amalgamated 
type that feels Itself a unit and not 
a composite, that feeia itself more 
nearly akin, ta the Cterman than to 
the Slavonian. The Lithuanian of the 
interior Rtusian Lithuanian provinces 
feels a klnSbip with the Pole, whose 
political fortunea he ahared ao long 
Ne is beginning to feel a kinship with 
the Russian, whose fortunes have uuw 
become his. own. The Lett, on the 
other hand, the Uthuanlan tribsaman 
of the Raltic provinces wher* the 
Oerman invaders are now mariblng 
and flgbtlng, atill fMla bimself aa ale 
ment apart. 
"The Lett Is taciturn, morose, lit- 



in tlilH twentieth century mors than 
hair a worshipper of nature and a be 
never in omens and black craft. The 
old gods whom be cherished nnd rev- 
erenced the longest, whom he sought 
long after Europe all around him had 
accepted the teachings of Christ, still 
exeri'an Influence upon bim, still sur- 
vive for him In a thousand supersti- 
tions; even though he to as devout 
as any of tito other present day Chris- 
tians. 

"The Lett was Christianized by the 
sword wielded In the hands of the 
Germans and tho Swedes. Shortly 
after the year 1200, a religious order, 
known as tho Order of tlie Sword 
Bearers, was formed, and began the 
procesB of converting the inhabitants 
of the Baltic provinces. Members of 
the order wore white mantles with a 
red croBB on the shoulder. They were 
recruited largely in Westphalia and 
Saxony, and. with their superior wea- 
pons, they bad little difUculty In over- 
running the Lett provlncos. The Letts 
were dispossessed of the laad; Oer- 
man landlorda and merchants came; 
outposts of the Hanseatic League were 
strengthened, and the Lett saak into 
scridom. 

"There are mora than 2.000,000 

Letts. Well-built, Of averuire height, 
seldom tall; the face elongated and 
the features finely eat; very fair hair, 
keen blue eyes and delicate skins are 
among the external characteristics 
that distinguish a Lett from a I'oie or 
lluBsian. They are a highly imagina- 
tive people, aad from their ranks 
hav(< come some of RuhsI.i'h gifted art- 
ists. They possesB an Immense treas- 
ure of folk songs, and many wonderful 
legends, born in the dark of the 
swampy forests of Great Luthuania."

There are over 18.000 regularly ea- 
tabllshed libraries In the United States 
(ontaining more than 75,000.000 vol- 
umes, according to statisticB Just com- 
plled by the United Statea Bureau, of 
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Education. The number of volumes 
Is an increaae of 20,000.000 since 1908. 
Of the 2,84i> librariea containing 

r..0()0 volumes or over, 1,844 are claa- 
sifled aa "public and society librariea" 
and 1,006 are school and college H- 
brarles. I'ublic and aoclety libraries 
have an aggregate of over fifty million 
volumes, with seven million borrow- 
ers' cards in force; 1,446 of these li- 
braries were entirely free to the pub- 
lic. 

Libraries reporting from 1,000 to 
5.000 volumes numbered 6.466, ot 
which 2,188 were public and sooUty 
libraries, and 3,266 sch(x>l libnurtes. 
These libraries contained lLttM42 
volumes. Another group of stiil-StBall- 
er libraries, comprtolna those thai re- 
ported from 200 to 1,000 ttolumea, to- 
creased the totol fay 2,961.007 vol- 
umes. 

The distribution of library taclU- 
tles is still uneven. Of the 1,844 pub- 
lic and society libraries reportod for 
the entire United Btates. more than 
half were in the North Atlantic Stotes, 
and they contained 24,627,921 volnmes. 
out of the totol of fifty mllltons; and 
of tho three^ million velnmes added 
to library collections for the year 
1913, almoat one-half were for the 
same section. New York Stoto had 
7.842,621 volames in her 214 libraries; 
Mamachusetta 7,880,024 in 288 libra- 
ries; PeoAsylvania, 8,728.070; and 
llttnois, 3.168,766 volumes. Four-fifths 
of the borrowers' cards to use were to 
the North Attobtto and North Caatral 
States. 

Library activity for the past year 
Waa marked, according to the Btireau 
of.Bklncatlon report, by "considerable 
extension of tb» branch system, par- 
ticularly In the granttog of lllirary 
privileges on the pari ot (rttiea to 
neighboring saborbaa «ommalklUea; 
by farther dsvetopment ot the coun- 
try library plan to many states; and 
ih general by a vialble growth in the 
spirit of service that la characterto- 
tic of many of the formal educational 
institutiona at today. The period ot 
the- library as a mere aorehonss ot. 
iKwka seems to be aafe^ past; It 
has yielded to a period of direct ooBi* 
rounity aerylce."
